INTRODUCTION 

The  material  in  this  appendix  consists  of  two  typest   Categorization 
of  the  verbatim  comments  of  respondents  in  response  to  open  queries,  and 
statistical  tables  breaking  down  responses  according  to  the  personal 
characteristics  of  the  individuals  comprising  the  sample.   Theywill  be 
found  in  Parts  I  and  II  respectively. 

The  inclusion  of  this  information  in  the  report  itself,  while 
undoubtedly  adding  to  fuller  delineation  of  */est  German  opinion  on  the 
subject  under  study,  would  have  taken  its  toll  in  lengthening  the  report 
and  making  it  more  formidable.   The  "missing"  date  are  therefore  made 
available  in  separate  form  for  those  interested  parties  who  will  not 
be  as  easily  discouraged. 

The  reader  is  again  reminded  that  the  sample  consisted  of 
1,907  adult  V/est  Germans,  18  years  of  age  or  over,  who  were  selected 
according  to  probability  principles  and  interviewed  by  DIVO  -  Markt- 
forschung,  Meinungsf orschung,  Sozialforschung,  Frankfurt/Main  -  Bad 
Godesberg,  a  German  survey  organization  working  under  contract  with 
the  Research  Staff,
